In making the announcement of 
the sale of stock in the company, 
John S. Clarke said: 

“My brother and I have passed 
control of the Autocar Company 
into the hands of men whose 
financial stability and operating 
abilities cannot fail to push the 
company forward in the future, 
as it has progressed in the past. 
This change in control takes place 
at a time when the company has 
just passed through two of its 
most successful years and when 
the outlook for the future gives 
every promise of soundness. With 
the large investment the bankers 

will have in the Autocar Company 
by the purchase of our stock and 
the purchase of additional stock 
from the company’s treasury, we 
feel that the resumption of divi- 
dends can be expected reasonably 
soon.” 

The recent announcement of 
operations of the first six months 
of the current year, issued by Presi- 
dent Page, showed that the company 

had earned $11.05 for each outstand- 
ing share of common stock, com- 
pared with earnings of $3.04 per 
share during the first six months of 
1928, and $10.10 per share for the 
entire year of 1928. The statement 
revealed that sales for the first six 
months of 1929 showed an increase 
of 40 per cent. 

When the present management 
assumed control, only three years 
ago, the company’s record in the 
recent past and the accumulated 
liabilities from that past made the 
outlook seem decidedly discourag- 
ing.

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Using Your Car i in Canada 


HERE has been considerable doubt regarding the 

announcement that Canada had relaxed somewhat its 
restrictions on the use of cars by Americans visiting the 
Dominion. The news dispatches did not make the exact 
status of the matter particularly clear. 

The true state of the case is that the use of 
registered motor vehicles limited to sight-seeing 
health-seeking. The Dominion authorities, however, 
made a ruling under which a visitor who is in Canada to 
attend a business convention or other gathering can use his 
car in going to and from the meetings. It is not permitted, 
however, for an American to drive into Canada and employ | 
his car for making business calls or in selling.

Earning Ratios 
|* his recent statement Col. Ayres 
land called attention to interesting facts regarding auto- 
motive stocks and earnings which many people, even invest- 
ors, do not realize. This is the earning ratios in atieas 
branches of the industry. 
When the stock of a company pays a dividend of $10 | 
per annum and the stock is selling at $100 per share, the| 
earnings ratio is ten. Col. Ayres finds that, in the first 
quarter of the present year, automobile accessory companies’ | 
earning ratios averaged 12.4. This compares with an earn- | 
ing ratio of 7.0 in 1924. During 1929 the average earning | 
ratio of automobile manufacturing companies has been 14.5, 
as compared with 4.6 in 1924. 

The inevitable conclusion to be drawn from this con- 
dition is that some extremely sound investments may still 
be made in the automotive industry. The automotive 
stock list is still selling below its obvious earning power. 
The earning ratio, which is generally accepted as correct, 
is 15, meaning that the stock should sell at fifteen times 
its normal yearly earning power.

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BETTER DISPLAYS 
AIM GF JOBBERS, 


Concentrating Atten-| 
tion on Few Items 


Desirable 


By WILLIS PARKER 


HERE is a tendency among 

jobbers in replacement parts 
for automobiles to get more of 
the merchandise out where the 
public may see it. The result is 
the visitor sees row after row of 
shelving stocked with merchan- 
dise, some of it good to look at 
and some none too pretty. The 
thought is that the public wants 
to buy from quantities. The idea 
is right, no doubt. 

But when a firm is dealing in a 
few automobile specialties and the 
replacement parts for them, there 
comes a question as to the advis- 
ability of a portentous display of 
replacement parts placed so as to 
confront the visitor to the sales- 
room. 

The Central Suppy Company, 
Denver Colo., deals in the whole- 
sale and retail distribution of re- 
placement parts for automobile 
specialties, such as Zenith carbu- 
retors, Gabriel Snubbers, Purolators, 
Presto-lite, etc.. and the stock of 
replacement parts for these items 
is hidden from the view of persons 
coming into the salesroom. The 
stock is inside a large booth-like 
arrangement which is behind the 
counter showcase that serves as a 
sales counter. The front of the 
booth is about three feet behind 
the sales counter and a small door- 
way provides quick entrance and 
exit for the sales person, who may 
step to the counter, ascertain the 
visitor's wants, step inside the booth 
and obtain the asked for merchan- 
dise and bring it forth. 

The apparent value of such an 
arrangement is that it concen- 
trates the attention of the visitors 
upon the displays of specialties, 
which are erected on the show- 
case or on tables on the sales 
floor. 


The average human being wants 
to be looking at something all of | 
the time. but if you give him too 
many things to look at he concen- 
trates on nothing and is not fully} 
impressed by any one thing. If you 
give him a carburetor to look at he 
will look at it, but if you also pre- 
sent him with a large number of 
small] parts that go to make up a 
carburetor—a stock of replacement 
parts—he will not study them as 
carefully as the one item. 

So, on the sales counter and the 
tables are only a few articles for 
the amusement, entertainment and 
education of the visitors, and, ac- 
cording to W. W. Adams, one of the 
officers of the company, the results 
are excellent. 

The same thing applies to win- 
dow displays. A few items, well 
backed up with display accesso- 
ries, creatc more interest than a 
window full of a lot of varieties 
of merchandise, although it is 
likewise true that a pile of ene 
variety will attract more  atten- 
tion than merely one of the va- 
riety. This is illustrated by the 
practice of quite frequently con- 
structing a mound of worn-out 
carburetors in a window. 

“We haven't been able to deter- 
mine why.” Mr. Adams explained, 
“but people will stand in front of 
the window and examine that pile 
of junk for minutes at a time. It 
will command more attention than 
a pile of new merchandise.” 


AUTOMOTIVE INDUSTRY BIG

Even 
if the rent is not up in the air at 
present, every possible provision 
should be made for the future; for, 
if the district into which he moves 
is on the verge of an upward revi- 
sion of rents and he has to move 
again soon, he will take a real 
beating. A heavy stock involves a 
heavy moving expense, and for this 
reason alone site location should 
be carefully studied at the outset.
